Arsenic in Drugs 

Ottawa.—An examination of the rev- 
enue department of the number of 
drugs as found on the Canadian mar- 
ket, for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether any of these contained dis- 
tinet traces of arsenic, shows that 
while most samples were practically 
free from poison, arsenic was found to 
be distinctly present in certain sul- 
phates and particularly in phosphate 
of soda. Amounts were not so large 
as to be alarming, but were sufticient 
to make it possible to regard these 
drugs as meeting pharmacopical re- 
quirements. Four hundred and forty- 
eight samples of sulphate of magnesia, 
sulphate of soda, examined showed 
- containing Bo arsenic, while 46 
did.

such as described in British and 
ae consularships is indefen- 
sible.’*

Persian Capital is Now Invested. 

St. Petersburg. — The first de- 
tachment of the Russian expedition 
that may march to Teheran, capital of 
Persia, has sailed from Baku for En- 
zell. According to official advices the 
route of the revolutiongries at Shah- 
anad has had'a depressing effect, and 
the leaders will scarcely be able to re- 
assemble a respectable fighting force. 
Their followers have been scattered in 
many directions. 

The Bakhtiari tribesmen, however, 
are 2,000 strong, and stiff fighting is 
certain to ensue with Genéral Liak- 
off’s Cossack brigade in case the ad- 
vance continues. The Russian force 
will not enter the engagement unlegs 
dis a lives and property are endan- 
gered. 

In response te strong representa- 
tions from Russia to the effect that 
the Turkish consul-general at Tabriz 
is siding Openly with the revolution- 
ists, the Turkish government has de- 
cided to recall this official. 

A long list of claims for indemnity 
is accumulating against Persia on the 
part of Russian residents. \ These 
amount to $750,000 for direct property 
losses, and do not include the losses 
resulting from interruption of trade.

timated that on June 30, that is to 
say, Wednesday last, the close of 
the fiscal year of the United 
States, there would be a deficit. of 
$114,000,000. By the end of Feb- 
ruary the situation was still worse 
and the treasury officials talked of 
a deficit of $135,000,000, but since 
then increased importations in 
apparent anticipation of upward 
tariff changes and in response to 
improving business conditions 
have operatéd to increase customs 
revenue beyond earlier expecta- 
tions, and in consequence an ac- 
tual deficit slightly under $90,000, - 
000 is revealed for the fiscal year 
All classes of expenditure save 
the navy show inoreases over 
those of the previous fiscal year, 
so that the smaller-than-expected 
deficit is less due to economies in 
administration than to revenue 
improvement. 

It is regarded as likely that the 
first three or four months of the 
current fiscal year will yield a 
heavy revenue deficit as matters 
stand. The United States Gov- 
ernment, therefore, begins the 
new fiscal year in rather straiten- 
ed circumstances and with no im- 
mediate prospect of relief. It 
may be able to get along without 
borrowing any money either un- 
der its authority to issue 2 per 
cent. Panama Canal bonds or 8 
per cent. temporary certificates of 
indebtedness. But unless this 
session of Congress provides new 
taxes to take effect before the end 


of the year, the chances are that 
he United States Government 
will have to float a loan.

Opinion of Prof. 


Montana School 
Boziitaen. Mont., Sune 80, 1909, 


Dear Sir. 

I bave yours of April 21st ask- 
ing me for my frank opinion re- 
garding the amalgamation of the 
University and the Agrioultural 
College, or, in other words, regar- 
ding the advisability of locating 
these two institutions at the same 
plaoe. It wifl be a pleasure for 
mé to do’so as I have been looking 
into this matter particularly for 
the past two years. 

The Strathoona Plaindesler of 
April 13th, 1909, has just been re- 
ceived and the article by Professor 
W.H. Alexander on amalgamation 
has been read with a great deal of 
intereet. There are a number of 
in@tanoes where I can not agree 
with President Alexander, and 
with all due respect and deference 
to him, I shall disouss these points 
frankly as you have suggested. 

Almost at the outset of his arti- 
ole in the Strathoona Plaindealer, 
he mentions three States, Califor- 
nia, Minnesota and Wisconsin as 
shining examples of instances 
where the amalgamation of the 
University and the Agricultural 
Collegé is successful. Let us con- 
sider California first. Here I shall 
show clearly that the State of 
California has realized her mis- 
take in attempting to locate two 
institutions, representing such di- 
verse interests, at the City of 
Berzeley, for the Legislature of 
1905 and 1907 passed appropria- 
tions amounting to $282,000 to 
move the Agricultural College sixty 
miles away from the University 
and from Berkeley, so that it may 
have a Uistinct home of its own 
and so that it might accomplish 
that for which it was intended. 

The following taken from 
Hoard’s Dairyman of Fort Atkin- 
son, Wisconsin, and written by 
Mr. H. A. Craft, explains the situa- 
tion perfectly: 
“Oalifornia’s New 
College.” 

“Things come about after a 
while; but we have to wait. Evo- 
lution is slow but sure.

“The pointI am getting at is 
that agrioultural education is tak- 
ing a more practical turn. Half a 
dozen years ago I oalled out no 
less an authority than Professor 
W. A. Henry by’ a letter written 
to an eastern agricultural paper 
on the subject. I said then that 
the average agricaltura!l college 
was turning out nearly everything 
but practical farmers. 


“Later on I stirred the ire of 
the venerable Hilyard of the agri- 
oultural college of the University 
of Oalifornia. I told him that I 
thought that the agricultural ool- 
lege ougbt to be separated from 
the University at Berkeley, moved 
from out the influence of the big 
cities on the bay and into the oen- 
ter of the great farming sections: 
that the field and the farm should 
be the laboratory of the farm stu 
dent instead of the stuffy little 
class rooms of Berkeley, and that 
the average agricultural student 
ought not to have his brains 
bothered with every scientific fad 
that came up, but should be yiven 
good, wholesome instruction in 
farm practice.

The legislature of 1907 
made an additional appropriation 
of $132,000 for more buildings, so 
the new enterprise starts out with 
glowing prospects.” 

Thus you will clearly see that 
even though the State of Califor- 
nia started out with an amalya 
mated institution, yet facts proved 
very that that 
rangement was not successful, and 
they were willing to pay Two 
hundred and eighty two thousand 
dollars ($282,000) to correct this 
mistake. 


Let us now consider Minnesota. 
It is true that the same board of 
regents control the University and 
the Ayricultural College, but the 
two institutions are managed and 
controlled as two distinct institu- 
tions. They are several miles 
apart and there is the keenest 
rivalry between them. A_ student 
of one institution would consider 
himself insulted if. addressed as 
the student of the other. 

Now for Wisconsin. Here 
do admit that the two institutions 
are considered as one, Lut it exists 
as such simply because the agri- 
cultural interests and the agricul- 
tural men are the biggest things 
about the institution.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


ANY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, excepting 8 and 26, not reserved, 
may be homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of a family, or any male over 
18 years of aye, to the extent of one-quarter 
section of 160 acres, more or less 

Application for entry must be made im 
person by the applicant at a Dominiou Land 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district in 
which the land is situate.

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Favors Separate Institution. 

Binge the long editorial ‘in its 
issue of a week ago, the Edmonton 
Bulletin has experienced a change 
of heart. On July 3rd that paper 

‘came out strongly in favor of hav- 
ing the University and Agrioul- 
tural College located in olose prox- 
imity ‘to each other on the grounds 
of economy. On Wednesday last 
the same paper says: 

“Meantime in this agricultural 
country it would surely be folly to 
neglect the opportunity for using 
the university as a means for ex- 
panding the field of agricultural 
knowledge. Research work could 
of course, be carried on at the col- 
lege, perhaps as well as at the uni- 
versity. But college professors 
cannot serve two masters, and if 
there were imposed upon them the 
double duty of research work and 
of teaching, it would be found that 
one or the other would predominate 
to the disadvantage of the other. 
Theory, too, bas a way of supplant- 
ing practice where an effort is made 
to carry on the two in conjunction 
and the college would most likely 
descend into a repository and dis- 
penser of “book knowledge” — 
which case it might as well 
closed so far as the farmers or the 
farming business of the country 
were concerned. If the two fields 
could be separated, the university 
left to carry on the work of inves- 
tigation and research, while the 
college devoted iteelf to putting 
that knowledge into the heads and 
hands of the young farmers in 
attendance the best resulta would 
surely be secured.”

Why Boys Drop Out. 


Boys, an investigation by the 
Sage Ftind in 752 cities and towns 
shows, drop out of school more 
than girls. The first grade begins 
in three plaees with 100 boys to 
93 girls. By the eighth grade 
there are 24 boys to 28 girls. 

Two thing have come. Three- 
quarters in both sexes have drop- 
ped out for one thing; but, second, 
the girls who began in a minority 
end in a majority. Nearly half 
are gone by the fifth grade, when 
only 58 boys and 63 girls are left 
of the 100 boys and 93 girls who 
started. 

The large number of women 
teachers have less ‘“‘sym- 
pathy” with boys is suggested as 
a reason. This has little to do 
with it. Boys dropped out when 
there were more men _ teachers.
